Is the Laura Pike - The Queen City 
Went Alongside. 

The waterlogged derelict seen on Sun- 
day nflteruoon from Ctirnianah Point, 
and again reported on Monday, is the 
abandoned schooner I.aura Pike. She 
has no corpses lashed lo her rigging, nor 
I does .she resemble a sealer, nor was 
i there any foundation for the sensational 
'stories which, regardless of the sorrow 
'they occasioned, were published by an 
evening jnrper. The steamer Queen 
Citv, which arrived hint night, went 
alongside the drifting wreck at 10 a.m. 
yenterdiiy, and Capt. Townsend exam- 
ined her closely. Iter name is shown 
on her port bow. minus the first three 
letter*. It reads " ru Pike." She is 
level with Hie water h<-r mainmast is 
hanging beside her. her stem is broken 
away, planking washed out, and in fact 
she is a complete wreck, filled with 
water, and every sea breaks over her 
as over a half-submerged ruck. The 
derelict was about three-quarters of a 
mile off the entrance to Nitinat Lake, 
and seemed to be drifting shoreward. 
iSho was about «ix miles to the west- 
wa rd of Carmanah.

THE SURPRISE 

AT KLERK8D0RP 



General Delarey Laid His Plans 
Well And Fight Was 
Hot. 



Londou, Maivli 5.— Telegrams received 
lu-re froui Klerksdorn, describing the at- 
tack upon and capture by the ltoers, behru- 
arv iMth, at a point southwest of Klerks- 
dorp, of 4CS7 British soldiers, who were 
acting as convoy to an empty wagon train, 
show that Geueral Lelarey laid lils plans 
with consummate care and preclae knowl- 
edge of the ground. 

The Hour attack upon the convoy was lie- 
llvercd from various points, and was most 
determined. By sheer recklessness they 
sought to ride down anil overwhelm tin; 
British defence. The British guns shelled 
the charging Boers, but nothing stopped 
their onslaught, which was delivered with 
universal Impetus. The convoy of mules 
was .subjected to a heavy lire, and In many 
cases were deserted by the native drivers. 
They stampeded, put many of the defenders 
temporarily out of action and caused the 
wildest confusion. 

For two hours the British held out. Then 
they divided and were overwhelmed. A 
few minutes of confused lighting and all 
was over. The Boers galloped along the 
line, tiring at every man who showed the 
slightest tendency to n-slst. until they 
reached and captured the guns. 

In the extreme rear the Northumberland 

Fusiliers, who had been cut off. suec led 

In lighting their way out for some distance. 
When their ammunition became exhausted 
they charged with 'bayonets. but were 
speedily overpowered. 

By f> o'clock in the morning all resistance 
was at an end. The dead and wounded 
■were scattered all over the Held. Broken 
wagons and pnnlc-st rlcken horses and mules 
made n scene of Indescribable confusion. 
Not until Geunerul Delarev came In person 
was anything like order restored. He stop- 
ped the ltoers engaged in stripping the 
British wounded, but they continued the 
work of despoiling directly his back was 
turned.

Men Will Have Better Pay And 
Reforms are to Be 
Adopted. 



London, March -I.— In Introducing the 
army estimates of £00,310,000 in the House 
of Commons today, -Mr. 'Broderluk, Secre- 
tary for War, entered Into -a long defense 
of the War Office, which he. contended had 
done its work well, considering that a war 
had never before been waged on such a 
scale as the South African war. The War 
Office today was feeding :;00,000 men ami 
1MO.U00 horses in South Africa, and there 
was no complaints on that .score. The ex- 
periences ol the past year had confirmed 
the necessity for changes In the army ad- 
ministration, in decentralization, etc., us 
outlined by the government last year. Mil- 
itary officers and clerks wen; being rapid- 
ly substituted In the War Office for civil- 
ian officers and clerks. In regard to re- 
cruiting, '.Mr. Hroderlck believed the limit 
had been reached. No reduction In the 
strength of the army could be expected and 
probably the Indian garrison must he In- 
creased. The country had already enough 
experience In allowing the colonial garri- 
sons to sink below their pro|>er limit. 

With the view of giving a tillip to re- 
cruiting. Mr. Hroderlck said the govern- 
ment proposed to allow an enlistment for 
three years with nine years la the reserve, 
and with the object of Inducing men to 
enlist for India and elsewhere abroad. It 
was proposed to give everyone a clear shil- 
ling per day. If. after two years, the sol- 
dier decided to serve eight years with the 
eolcirs, anil four years In the reserve, he 
would he paid then an extra sixpence a 
day. Mr. Hroderlck believed this would 
result In enlisting a belter class of men. 

In regard to the much discussed question 
of volunteers, Mr. Broderlck said If the 
volunteers were to lie a bar to conscription 
they must make themselves efficient. It 
was proposed to establish a volunteer re- 
serve of men over 40 years of age who were 
unable to comply with the ordinary regu- 
lations, mid establish during the present 
year a military reserve of 50.000 men. The 
education of all officers would be vigor- 
ously prosecuted, and the expenses of young 
officers would be lightened. 



DIED OF BXPOSUBB. 

Two Fishermen Found Dead in an Open 
Boat. 

Vancouver, B. ('., March 4.— (Special.) - 
Steamer Defiance arrived tonight with the 
bodies of two tlshefiien. A coasting steam- 
er had found the bodies of the two men 
mentioned, In a fishing boat with ropes. 
They had evidently been caught In a Storm 
at night anil the men. unable to make land, 
had perished from exposure, their dying 
efforts being made to prevent themselves 
rolling Into the sea by lashing themselves 
lo the boat. The bodies were transferred to 
the Defiance at Dixon's Entrance. In the 
pocket of one of the dead men was found 
a Flshermeas' union certificate bearing the 
name of Huston" Thomussou. The other 
body has not been Identified.

Lord Avelinry Speaks Before I'nited 
Kingdom Chambers of Commerce. 

d/Midon, March 4.— Ill his presidential 
address at the meeting of the Associa- 
tion <<f Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom to-day, Lord Avebury, 
'better known as Sir John Lrtilfte, ad- 
mitted that there wore disquieting feul- 
ii res. hut he said there was no necessity 
for despondency in regard to British 
■ommei'cc. Speaking of subsidies, Ivoril 
Aveburv remarked that while French 
ship-owners enjoved substantial advan- 
tages, on the other hand they had been 
burdened bv bounties, subsidies and pro- 
ted beet sugar, wheat, textiles, coal, 
metals etc. 

If [ he British ship-owners were uot 
bonntied they at any rate were not bur- 
dened witli contributions lo 'bolster up 
other trades. As to the ship subsidies 
bill before tlie United Suites congress, 
Lord Avebury did not anticipate that 
the non-maritime states would remain 
passive anil see ?0,000.000 in bounty go 
to the maritime states without protest. 

The doubts lie had expressed last year 
ns lo the vitality of German commerce 
were fully justilied. Oermnny's com- 
plicated system of bounties bad led to 
more and more intricate embarrass- 
ments. 

In the speaker's opinion, the best the 
government could do for commerce was 
lo let it alone. The sheet anchor of 
the commercial world was the favored 
nation clause, nud he trusted that the 
government would hold fast to the policy 
of the open door, and' in the ease of 
North China, urge the United States, 
Japan and other nations to join Grout 
Britain in insisting on fair play for the 
commerce -of the world.

Messrs. ffhiusmuir and .Prior. Messrs. 
Bodwell, Curtis and McBride mads des- 
perate attempts to .prove that they were 
the workingmen's befit friends, but the 
only labor they employ is probably a 
Chinese cook. Premier Dunsmuir in 
Lis largo interests employs many hund- 
reds of men, and they are among tho 
liost paid in the province. Col. Prior, 
in his extensive business in Vlctori.l, 
(Vancouver and Kamloops, enjp!«js a 
numerous staff. Both have risen from 
the ranks of the workers, and have an 
infinitely b-'ter unders'un Hag of the 
question of capital and labor thaji 'Other 
<»f their lawyer opponents, Smith Curtis 
included. Mr. (Bod well confessed he 
had no knowledge of Che question, but 
said he would sit at the feet of Smith 
Ourtis and endeavor to dis'-over some- 
thing of the matter. Pile presence of 
Tour iMainltiud lawyers and one Victoria 
lawyer on the platform appealing to the 
ivorkingnieu of Victoria to trust their 
interests t" them va<s a sight to amaze 
(lie gods. Their appeal was one alto- 
gether ol self-interest -the desire for 
oliice, mil that they may benefit the 
workers, but that they may work the 
IMtople in the interests of the various 
iBodwell grafts. It is fortunate that 
the labor element possess equal intelli- 
gence with the expert special pleaders 
who l.i ~t night sought to deceive them, 
aid are thoroughly competent to arrive 
at a fair decision as to who are their 
real and valuable friends among those 
who sought their support.

It 
will not add one dollar to the value of 
business unless the Coast-Kooteuay line 
is built, and the major portion of <ben- 
etit from the construction of this line 
will be secured by Vancouver. The 
railway ferry connection would have 
Ueot secured in the event of the build- 
ing of tin: Coast- Kootcnay line -without 
the payment of a single dollar by Vic- 
toria. The Buasmuiv government, in ar- 
ranging for a bonus for this line, made 
it an essential part of the contract thui 
such connection sliould be established. 
It was Mr. Bodwell who deceived Vic- 
toria in this matter, and be is now seek- 
ing the suffrages of its citizens be- 
cause he could not bull-doze the Duns- 
muir government into granting him a 
further subsidy for thirty miles of rail- 
way, the greater portion of which must 
be built to curry out the agreement with 
Victoria. Mr. Hodwell vaunts his pat- 
riotism on all occasions. His patriotism 
simply amounts to the greatest 
good to the greatest number, that 
quantity, in bis opinion, being num- 
ber one. If Mr. Hodwell was the public- 
spirited, patriotic individual he claims to 
be. under present conditions, be would 
prove bis case by withdrawing from the 
contest and thus aid the government in 
carrying to completion a railway policy 
that must d.nible the population of Vic- 
toria and double and treble its realty 
values. It would be too much to ex- 
pect from his selfish, grasping, grafting 
nature, lint Victorians have awakened 
to the fuel that he is the last man to 
whom their interests should be confided, 
and. cm Monday next they will emphat- 
ically demonstrate to Mr. Bodwell that 
the proper place to promote his clients' 
schemes is without the ranks of the Leg- 
islators.

'"'mV \V. A. Uolierlson was elected to 
the chair, and among those on the stage 
were- Hon. .lames Dunstuuir, Hon. D. 
M iiherts Hon. .1. 1 >. Prentice. Hon. 
]■;' (i. Prior. U. Hall, M.P.P.. T. Wul- 
lington, \V. II. Snider and other promin- 
ent residents of the district. 

The chairman said that the meeting 
was called in order that the position of 
the government might be laid before the 
people of the district. Por his part, al- 
though he had heard and read a great 
ileal against the government, he had also 
listened to the other side of the ques- 
tion, and he was convinced that the gov- 
ernment was working for the hesr inter- 
ests of the country. He was impressed 
with the fact that there were too many 
lawyers in the legislature.

Speeches. 

A large und enthusiastic meeting of 
electors of Spring Bidge was held in the 
Athletic Association hall last night in 
support of the government candidate at 
the forthcoming by-election, the Hon. 
E. G. Prior. In contrast to the meeting 
at the Victoria theatre on the previous 
evening, the audience listened to the 
speakers quietly and with deep interest, 
only Interrupting occasionally to applaud 
the points made. 

Col. l'rior had a Tory hearty recep- 
tion, and Premier Dunsmuir mado an 
excellent and uninterrupted speech, in 
which he clearly defined the attitude of 
the government on railway and other 
questions. On the conclusion of the 
Premier's speech, he and Col. l'rior left 
to attend, at Mr. Smith Curtis' invita- 
tion, the meeting in the A, O. U. W. 
hall. 

■Mr. W. A. Hubert son was elected to 
the chair, and among those on tin; stage 
were: Hon. James Dunsmuir, lion. 1). 
M. Eberts, Hun. .1. D. Prentice, Hon. 
E. <;. Prior, It. Hall, M.P.P., T. Wai- 
liugtou, W. H. Snider and other promin- 
ent residents of the district. 

The chairman said that the meeting 
was called in order that the position of 
the government might be laid before the 
people ut' the district. For his part, al- 
though he had heard and rend n grc 
deal against the government, he had al 
listened tn the other side nt' the ques- 
tion, and he wis convinced lie" the gov- 
ernment was working for the besl inter- 
ests of the country. He was impressed 
with the fact thill there were tun many 
lawyers in the legislature.

ought to be ashamed of themselves. How- 
ever, the Times was not consistent, for 
on another page in the same issue that 
paper stated the truth, viz., that "the 
meeting was large and enthusiastic." 
Referring to his past services in the Do- 
minion legislature, he was sure that 
they would nil credit him with having 
done his best for the city and the prov- 
ince at large. Last "December ho had 
been unseated 'because some of his 
friends hud gone a little too far. and lie 
had retired, and had entertained no in- 
tention whatever of taking an active 
part in provincial politics. He had been 
asked by many of bis friends to go into 
local politics, but had declined from time 
to time until last week, when he was 
askod by the members of the government 
to inspect a contract which he was in- 
formed was about to be signed by- 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, for the in- 
tension of the Canadian Northern to the 
Pacific coast, having its terminus at the 
city of Victoria. He bad read a draft 
ropy hi' the contract and bad nlso had 
a talk with Mr. D. D. Main; in Victoria, 
and the result was that he bad said to 
the government: "If you can assure me 
that this contrnct is practically identi- 
cal wilh the one that Mackenzie & Mann 
will sign.

HON. JAMES DUNSMUIR 

The Hon. .Tniues Dunsmuir, who was 
received with loud cheers, said that Col. 
Prior claimed to be an old politician, 
but he, on the other hand, must remark 
chat he was no politician at all, and 
on that ground he would ask them to 
believe what he said. (Daughter and 
applause.) It was still said by some of 
his opponents that the contract for the 
extension of the Canadian Northern had 
not 'been signed, but that was an elec- 
tion dodge. The contract was signed, 
ami it would reach Victoria on Friday 
or Saturday next. He wanted to see 
the government sustained so that they 
might bring this great, continental lino 
to Victoria. All the present trouble in 
local politics had been caused by -Mr. 
Bodwell and his V., V. & E. -scheme last 
session. The government wished to Im- 
pose certain restrictions which Mr. Bod- 
well did not want. The people had been 
under the impression that they were go- 
ing to get a railway rrom the Coast tr^ 
Midway, but that had not been Mr. 
Bodwoll's intention. The government 
had been called the worst government 
that British Columbia hud ever had, and 
tiie reason was that the government 
would not subsidize every scheme 
brought before them. He might mention 
several instances, one of which was the 
Kitimant railway, for which a subsidy 
of 12,000 acres of land per mile was 
asked. He bad thought that a fair pro- 
position, but the people of the province 
were against land subsidies. Accordingly 
the government bad passed the Tyoau Bill, 
which provided $4,000 a mile subsidy to 
tin' proposed railways, the government 
lo have control of the rates and the 
right to buy back the railways nt the 
expiration of 'JO years. But no capi- 
talists bad yet come forward tn build 
those lines. Now the government had 
entered into an arrangement with the 
Canadian Northern on a basis of 20.000 
I acres of land per mile, and cash subsidies 
I of $4,800 per mile for 5(1 miles. $4,500 
I for 100 miles, und $4,000 per -mile for 
| the balance of the distance. The right 
to mine mi the hunk given to the com- 
pany was reserved to the public, and 
the company would pay the government 
- per cent, of their takings until the 
subsidies have been repaid. The Times 
had reported him as having said "I am 
the government," but what he bad 
meant was that it was the Dunsmuir 
government, and ii"t as some people 
alleged the M M rt i a government. If they 
would support the government, and so 
■liable the Canadian Northern to be con- 
structed he would he would do all ho 
could for the province. (Hear, boar). 
He looked • upon the country much in 
the same light as a lug corporation in 
which the electors were the shareholders 
ami the government the board of direc- 
tors, ami he believed the business of the 
country should he done in a businesslike 
wnv. He hoped they would elect Col, 
l'rior and help the government to make 
Victoria one of Ihe finest cities on the 
Pacific const. He had been invited bj 
Mr. Smith Curtis to attend a labor nieet- 



constructlou of the railway -would never" 
cost the province one single ceat. Hcder 
the contract 'Mackenzie & Mann were 
to take cash for their subsidy, or 3 per 
cent, debentures of tho province at a 
fixed rate of 05, wbich was the boat 
price ever obtained, even in halcyon days, 
for the inscribed *toek of the province. 
At this point Mr. Eberts drew attention 
to the claim that was being made by 
certain members of the opposition that 
the cause of the present low price of the 
British Columbia Inscribed stock upon? 
the English market was the unsettled 
political condition of the province. This 
contention ho combattcd, showing that 
today English consols stood at onlv 93, 
while British Colnmbia (stock was at 91, 
and the stocks of the Australian- -Com- 
monwealth, Newfoundland, and \other 
colonies equally low; but this was duo 
to the -South African war, which Oreat 
Britain having entered' upon- was deter- 
mined to carry to the bitter end, and as 
the war was costing an estimated ono 
million dollars i>or day, it wne no won- 
der that the government was ndvised by 
its financial ngents and by Jlon. J. H. 
Turner, formerly Finance .Minister, that 
the present was a most inspportline time? 
to attempt to float a loan upon the Eng- 
lish market. This same -condition af- . 
footed* New Zealand, the Australian: 
Commor/\ri-alth, the province of (Mani- 
toba, tli*- Colony of Newfoundland, the' 
province of Quebec, and British Colum- 
bia alike, and it was preposterous t0' 
claim that the government of British 
Columbia were in any sense responsible. 
(Applause.) Referring to the possibilities* 
of the development of the trnns-I'ncitie 
trade from which such groat benefits- 
would accrue to the Canadian Northern- 
railway, and through it to the city of 
Victoria, the Attorney-General drew at- 
tention to the relations today existing 
between Japan und England to the tre- 
mendous development of trade with the 
Orient, und to the construction of that: 
groat Trams-Siberian railway, over six 
thousand -miles in length from 'St. Peters- 
burg to Vladivostock, which would mean* 
so much for the future development of 
trade on the Pacific. And he recalled' 
that within recent memory ir was a- 
most unusual tiring to see oiie single ship- 
arriving in British Columbia waters from 
the Orient, whereas at tie- p resell I tiinc 
a week never passed without one and 
sometimes several steamers of large ton- 
nage arriving. He bad noticed that only 
:i I'ow days ago the president of tho 
Oieat Northern railway had let a con- 
tract for large steamers of 20,000 tons 
capacity for the carrying purposes of 
the Great Northern railway from Seat- 
tle, and he said tli.it he believed that with 
the completion of the Canadian Northern 
to Victoria, as its Pacific Icrmiiius, 
equally large ships would have to be 
utilized for its trans-Pacific trade. 
I Cheers.) Dealing with the candidature 
of Mr. Bodwell, he said that 'whilst he 
did not wish to take exception to any 
of the acts of Mr. Bodwell as a private 
citizen, be -was justified in dealing with 
his semi-public acts when in bis capacity 
us a corporation lawyer ho had approach- 
ed the government upon different occa- 
sions with a view of obtaining subsidies 
and concessions for the furthering of his 
pet schemes. Mr. Bodwell bad been 
solicitor for the V., V. & 10.. and last 
session had made a most determined 
lobby to endeavor to force tho govern- 
ment of British Colnmbia to accede to 
bis proposition to grant $4,000 a miio 
in cash in aid of the construction of 30 
miles of railway from Cascade to Mid-

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 

There has been a general impression in 
British Columbia that dernier Duus- 
mnir could not make a speech, because 
he never did. That impression has been 
most emphatically dissipated. He made 
a speech, and a tremendously powerful 
speech it was. It was not rhetorical at 
all. but he had a story to teil. and he 
lold it with Homeric simplicity ami 
strength. The appearance of the silent 
Premier upon the public plat form, and 
the instantaneous capture of the great- 
est audien ver gathered in Victoria, 

created a dramatic situation startling i» 
its intensity. Consider it. Here was a 
man, supposed not to be able to say 
llireo consecutive sentences in public 
without breaking down from nervous 
embarrassment, obliged to face a meet- 
ing containing a small element, as hos- 
tile as it was unscrupulous and noisy. 
Yet from the moment he said "I am the 
"Dnnsmuir. I am the Dunsmuir there is 
so much talk against, and the head of 
l Im Dunsmuir government that some peo- 
ple say is the worst government that 
British Columbia ever had," not all the 
meeting-breakers in the world could have 
taken his audience away from him. His 
audience was determined to hear what 
lo- iiad to s.iy upon thai text. The Pre- 
mier was not afraid of his audience. He 
was conscious of the purity of bia mo- 
tives ami the strength of his general 
policy. He had suffered all sorts of mis- 
represent at ion in perfect silence for a 
long time. When he made up his mind 
lo speak, he knew he had something to 
say, the people knew he had something 
to say, and a complete understanding 
was immediately established between 
them and himself. The Premier was 
placed at the helm when the ship of 
slat.' was in deep waters. He did not 
assert his ability to guide the vessel 
when he took the helm; perhaps be 
doubted it: but there was no one else, so 
he accepted tlte heaviest responsibility 
of his life, tit the expense .,f both his in- 
terest and convenience. lCs duty was to 
serve the best interests of the people, 
and he did it according to the dictates 
of his conscience.

DEBATE ON ADDItESS. 
In resinriing the debate upon the 

Speech fr the Thr Mr. Tat low 

stated thai he had stopped las; night 
at a point when he was explaining the 
reasons for the defection of some of the 
former supporters of the House, and had 
alluded to what he considered as a 
treasonable alliance between the govern- 
ment and it not her section of the mem- 
bers of tin- House. Proceeding to criti- 
cize a statement ,,f the Premier's, that 
Mr. Martin did not dominate Mr. Duns- 
inuir's government, he congratulated 
M r. .Mart in upon t Im appoint meat of so 
many of his friends to olllce in the pub- 
lic service and upon the fact that his fol- 
lowers were able to boast that the gov- 
ernment had adopted their principles and 
hail conic over to them. At the meeting 
Ihe previous night many of them hail 
heard the Premier state that he was the 
Dunsmuir government, and that Mr. 
Martin was only a supporter of the gov- 
ernment, like any other. 

He had also to complain of u Mr. Hun- 
ter's remarks about his last,., or lack 
"I' last,., in that part of his speech 
which ■ was delivered the preceding 
evening, but Mr. Hunter flatly denied 
the use of the word •'gentleman" in the 
way in which Mr. Tatlow would have 
it\ Turning then to tip- Speech, [Mr. 
Tallow considered that it showed signs 
I of being hastily prepared, as though it 

I bad 1 n forced unwillingly upon some- 

j ope. ( tl the uegol ia (ions carried on 
j tt i til Ottawa. Mr. Tallow contrasted the 
; reported s| dies of the Hon. Mr. Eli- 
cits with those of Mr. Mclunes, who 
had severely ridiculed the project, but 
who n ow was to be considered ready to 
sing another song. 

The Premier had proposed a confer- 
ence between the authorities of the vari- 
ous provinces, hut ,]iil M0 t seem to be 
pushing the matter in at all a business- 
like way. and it was very ill-advised for 
the 1 Vernier hi make use of sll ,. n ., 
threat as taking the matter to the foot 
of the throne. 

As to the reference in the Speech lo 
llie erection of cold storage establish- 
ments, he did not consider that the cattle 
kings of this province were in any very 
sad wuy. but if anything were done, he 
hoped that it would cheapen the price 
people had to pay for their beef. 

While tlte Chief Commissioner seem- 
ed to he very much in earnest upon bis 
immigration policy, he thought that the 
government should have paid much more 
attention to such a question as the 
r'arnnhy Small Holdings, Here then.' 
had been many more applicants for land 
than there were plots, and thought more 
land might well be laid out and the un- 
successful ones satisfied. As to the pulp 
industry, they all bad seen the Gazette 
tilled with advertisements regarding 
water powers and pulp wood lands, but 
he thought that it would be very grati- 
fying to the members of the d louse if the 

govern it could give them the name of 

one 'linn thai intended doing any work, 
ami so assure the country thai its wealth 
whs not all going to charter-mongers. 
As to ihe railway question, his wonder 
was excited by the nllinity to be noticed 
between railway projects and elections. 
It was the case last time, too. When 

Mr. 'Martin traversed the province in 
that campaign lie had told of railways 
everywhere, to such an extent that if 
they had been lmiit Ihe very mountain 

lops had 1 ti kept busy echoing the 

ubiquitous locomotive, However, there 
w.as one of these lines that was of spe- 
cial importance, although regarding his 
Coast-Kootenay road, Mr. Martin had 
never been able even to secure a survey, 
let alone any estimates of its cost. He 
had. however, issued a map, which Mr. 
Tallow l hen produced, on which a line 
skipped through mountain passes, and 
which was ornamented ■with tariff sched- 
ules, mileage, scales, etc. A reference 
to the votes on the question of a competi- 
tive line a great deal of amusement was 
elicited by various questions as to how 
many of Mr. Tallow's friends had voted 
iliem. 

Mr. Tatlow was of the opinion that 
the government had never intended that 
any railways should be built under the 
Railway Aid Act of last year, unless 
they were ibuilt by the C. V. It. 



■Hon. Air. Dunsmuir— Why did Mr. 
Bodwell say that he was satisfied with 
the terms then? 

Regarding the return brought down 
last year, of correspondence relating to 
that question, ho lirmly believed that 
the government had suppressed a letter 
which ' should have been included in it. 

Iu reply the Hon. sMr. Prentice said 
that as the government had no intention 
of doing anything of the sort, he 
would have the matter investigated. Un- 
der such circumstances, and Mr. Tatlow 
had been well aware that such was the 
case, it was a most unfair charge for 
him to make, as .Mr. Tatlow very well 
knew. 

As to the estimates and the govern- 
ment's reference to economy, ho con- 
sidered that the need for economy was 
very great indeed, as in the returns to 
the latest date, the first tiling to be 
found was :i deficit of $S01,500, which, in 
other words amounted to the statement 
that the province was going behind at 
the rate of one year's income iu the 
space of two year's. And this was all 
the more unsatisfactory because the rev- 
enue had increased as well. 

To remedy this the Premier had 
placed a tax of five cents a ton on coal, 
but later on hud hardened his heart and 
had put 50 cents extra on the price of 
a ton of coal. 

Mr. Hall— That is not so! It is false! 
It is a lie! 

Mr. Tatlow— What's that? 

Mr. Hall — 1 say that is not so. 

Mr. Tatlow— Mr. Speaker 

"Mr. Hall— I want the truth told, and 
you are not telling it. 1 say it is not 
true.

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Tatlow considered

the Throne shows that the government In- 
tends to carry out to the letter the prom- 
ises that lie hail personally made on Its 
behalf, and so he had not much to sav 
further than to confirm Ids previous state- 
ments. Although there were a number 
of Important proposals In the corcrnmesit 
programme, the most important of nil was 
the snbJei-1 of negotiations with the author- 
ities at Ottawa. These claims had been 
pressed and they would continue to nress 
them, not In a spirit of hostility or part- 
zan.shlp, but. on the grounds of justice. The 
government had been severely criticized 
tor taking the position It has on this matter 
Its opponents, who say It has hopoillessly 
antagonized the Dominion government 
thereby; but it was easy lo fudge how 
much force (here was In such criticism 
when tin. govern moil t at Ottawa has since 
agreed, to another conference for the ills- 
mission of these claims, and that thev had 
the personal assurance of Sir Wilfrid 
n regard to the friendly snlrll that exists 
between the |vv„ governments.

However, a conference for the present at 
least will he satisfactory provided, we 
shall have the opportunity of presenting our 
case fully ami meeting all objections that 
may be put forward; ami for this purpose 
the. month of Ma v.' should sufficient time 
elapse between the closing of parliament 
and the British Columbia Legislature and 
the time for leaving for the coronation cer- 
emonies to permit of It. would be suitable. 
If not, then I would suggest some time con- 
veniently after your return from London, 
and possibly the latter would be prefiv- 
abie as affording longer Mine for consid- 
eration and discussion.

Hon. Mr, Duiis-uiiilr continuing said thit 
when Mr. Browu was asked to come into 
the cabinet Mr. Mcltrlde saw ill to resign, 
because of his principles. 

Mr. McRrble- He did. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir— Whv did he not 
stick to his principles and ask a Conserva- 
tive to run In New Westminster? The tirst 
man he asked was a Liberal and he refused: 
then In- asked the chairman or .Toe Mar- 
tin's commit tee, and he would not run. 
And yet he attacks the government for ac- 
cepting the support of Mr. Martin. How 
ah'-nt his own ch-uglm.- "f sides? 

He. Premier Diiusmidr. had asked Mr. 
Smith Hurt Is If government members had 
approached the opposition and Mr. Smith 
Olirtls said that over the details of the 
railway policy regarding competition, some 
of the government members had asked him 
If they could world together. And whe; 
work like this was trolmr on how could the 
neoplp blame lilin for taking support from 
the opposition benches. 

The Premier then said that he though*, 
this discussion was only leading to the 
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waste of time. He had not wanted to talk 
of these tilings, but the attack by Mr. 
Tatlow had led him to defend his govern- 
ment. 

No government, he thought, had pressed 
the Dominion government for better terms 
for the rights of tho province, and his gov- 
ernment had tried In every way to secure 
thotie, and would continue to do so. Il was 
said that the terms of the 11. N. A. colli 1 
not be altered, but he thought thut if the 
provinces would only work together the 
act could be amended. 

Mr. McBride then attempted to refute 
the charge that he, a Conservative, had 
aided In the return of Mr. Clifford, a Lib- 
eral, at New Westminster, He had run as 
11 Conservative on tho lines of the New 
Westminster convention. In other parts 
of the province Conservatives had not al- 
ways been in tho field. He was returned 
at the election, but on going Into the cab-' 
Inet he had gone back to Dewdney and 
explained the position and secured the ap- 
proval of his constituents. Ah to the late 
election in New Westminster, lie had not 
sought a candidate, but the people of New 
Westminster had done that, and had got 
a winner, too. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that Mr. Mc- 
Ilrlde had not yet explained that when Mr. 
Martin hud supported the government Mr. 
McBride had accepted that support, and 
had retained office, bin when one of 
these new supporters had been Invited to 
Ihe cabinet, his principles had 'Interfered. 

Mr. Mcltrlde That's childish. 

Hon. Mr. I'nnsniulr — Ifs not childish. 
You accept eil ihe vote of Mr. Martin to 
keep In office in spite of your principles, 
didn't you? 

Mr. Murphy then followed with a speech 
In favor of the amendment. Everyone, ho 
claimed, was pledged to support a measure 
of redistribution, and so could not vote 
against the amendment. 

Mr. Martin here pointed out that all 
chance of getting a redistribution bill 
through this House would he destroyed by 
supporting the amendment, because that 
would mean the defeat of the government 
and going to the country upon the old 
arrangement of seats about which they 
were all complaining. 

Mr. Murphy thought otherwise, however, 
and after speaking for a few minutes to 
that point, moved the adjournment of the 
debate that the government might have a 
chance to bring down a redistribution bill 
without delay. 

Hon. Mr. lOherts would not tolerate any 
su<-h condition and the debate was ad- 
journed In the ordinary way. 

The House then adjourned at 0:44, to 
meet at 2 o clock tomorrow.

Tho Canadian Northern Railway com- 
pany is formed by the amalgamation 
of the Winnipeg Groat Northern Railway 
company and the Luke Manitoba Rail- 
way and Canal company, the agreement 
for that purpose being approved by on 
order in council of January 13, 1SD9. 
With the same company there is also 
amalgamated the Manitoba & Soutli- 
En stern Railway company, the agree- 
ment to that effect being approved by 
an order in council of May 'J, 1000. 
The above railways ore. comprised in 
the Canadian Northern railway system 
and under the name of that company. 
The company has also leased from the 
government nt Manitoba the Northern 
Pacific system in that province. Speak- 
ing of the Canadian Northern, the Win- 
nipeg Telegram says: 

"It was expected that tho Canadian 
Northern company would be able to 
complete the road from Winnipeg to 
Port Arthur in time to carry out part 
<>t tho year's enormous crop prior to 
the close of navigation, but this was 
unfortunately impossible. A reduc- 
tion of 7 1-2 per cent was, however, 
immediately made in local freight 
rates and the first train over the com- 
pleted road arrived at Winnipeg from 
Tort Arthur on January 1. 1002. ■Since 
that time a further reduction of 2c 
per 100 pounds has been made in the 
transportation charges ou grain, 
oatmeal and mill stuffs for all 
dian Northern lines in Manitoba. 

The Canadian Northern railway in 
Manitoba runs from two points on the 
international boundary— near the Lake 
of the Woods and at Emerson, on the 
west of the Red river— proceeding 
northwest and duo north by the re- 
spective lines to Winnipeg; west from 
Morris (hair way between Emerson 
and Winnipeg) 150 miles across the 
.central portion of M 
Winnipeg to 
corner of the 

wonderfully fertile country that lias 
only recently been opened up between 
Lakes 'Manitoba. Dauphin, and Win- 
nipegosis and the Hiding. Duck and 
Porcupine mountains, broadly designated 
as the Dauphin country, in common par- 
lance. 

. The building of these railroads, in- 
volving the expenditure of millions of 
dollars would never have been prac- 
ticable but for the generous assistance 
or the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments. This has been given un- 
grudgingly in the shape of land and 
money, and thus the settlement, cul- 
tivation and development of the re- 
sources of the province have been 
made possible. Millions of acres of 
land have been made 'available and 
presented grat nil ousdly to everyone who 
cared to apply for and appropriate them. 
The Cnitod States railroads, with the 
exception of the Great Northern— which 
runs over the ('. P. R. us far as Win- 
nipeg— all stop at the international boun- 
dary. 

The Canadian Northern is gridironing 
ihe prnineo of Manitoba with branch 
lines in competition with the ('. P. It., 
ami is thus establishing a profit making 
system, which will the better enable it 
to complete its transcontinental line. Tho 
latter will not invade the territory of 
the C. P. 11.. but it -will open to settle- 
incut and development the Greater 
Northwest which lies north and west 
of the North Saskatchewan river and 
•which is as far superior in fertility, 
mineral and timber resources to the 
country traversed liy the ('. P. 11. as 
the bitter is to tile great American Des- 
ert dying south of the international 
bonndnry. 

The main lino of the Canadian Nor- 
thern is now completed westward to 
within a few miles of Prince Albert, on 
the North Saskatchewan, whence it will 
run westward to Battleford. Edmonton, 
Yellow TIead Pass. Ouesuel and Rule 
inlet, across Seymour Narows, and down 
(Vancouver Island to Victoria, where it 
will establish its head otlices for the 
Pacific division ami its ocean terminus. 

Surveyors have been in the Held all 
winter locating the line from Prince 
Albert westward, ami with the opening 
of spring grading and tracking will be 
proceeded with. It is quite likely that 
operations will be carried on from Ed- 
monton and Prince Albert simultnm s- 

ly so as to complete that link in the 
trans-continental line as speedilv as pos- 
sible, while work west from Edmonton 
will be vigorously pushed.

The Hon. J. I >. Prentice said that he 
only wished to touch on u few points. 
The veracity of the Attorney-General 
had been questioned bv the Times in re- 
gard to the terms offered by Mr, Rodwell 
for the building of the V., V. ifc K., but 
he had in his hand Mr. Bodweil's letter 
to the Commissioner of Lands and 
Works on the subject, which fully sus- 
tained Mr. pherts' statements. The let- 
ter was too long to read out, but any 
gentleman in the audience .might see it 
for himself. Everyone had been anxious 
to have the Coast-Kootenay railway 
built, and the government was willing to 
deal with any corporation having a 
genuine scheme for building the line. 
Mr. Bodwell had only offered to build 
30 miles at either end, for which he was 
to receive $-l,<MI0 cash, or in inscribed 
stock— in the latter event the stock to 
bo handed over as each 20 miles of the 
road was built. This stock could have 
been sold tit once, and the government 
would have had to pay the difference 
between the race value and the market 
price. He must point out that what Mr. 
Bodwell had stilted over ami over again 
in regard to this matter was not true, 
lie thought this ought to be understood. 
He was afraid that the government hud 
b am rather lax in its own defence. He 
felt that they had not brought their do- 
ings before the public as they might 
have done. In regard to the Canadian 
Northern, the contract was not a fake, 
but a genuine plan to make Victoria the 
terminus of that great transcontinental 
line. It was not a British Pacific 
scheme, but a big proposition which 
would open up the great northern coun- 
try and make Victoria a big shipping and 
commercial centre. ((Theers.) Surveyors 
would be sent out at once, and construc- 
tion work would commence from Bute 
Inlet. Mr. Mann had assured him that 
he would have from fifteen to twenty 
thousand men at work just as soon as 
possible. (Cheers.) Ho knew that the 
country through which the line would 
pass was rich in minerals, and lie be- 
lieved that, it would he an almost more 
important development in the history of 
the province than the building of the 
C. P. It. The Canadian Northern line 
would mean thnt Victoria would advance 
by leaps and bounds, and he could only 
reiterate what his colleagues had said 
on that score. Referring to the negotia- 
tions with the Duiisniiiir government, he 
pointed out that, the Punsmuir govern- 
ment was the first to press for better 
terms. The province was justly entitled 
lo another $2,000,000 per annum, which 
would mean a borrowing capacity of 
$50,000,000. Now that this matter had 
been taken up by the government, the 
people would not allow it to drop until 
justice was obtained for the province, 
He concluded with an appeal for sup- 
port for Colonel Prior and the govern- 
ment. 

A resolution pledging those 'present to 
do all in their power to secure. the elec- 
tion of Co!. Trior was then put to the 
meeting, and carried unanimously. « 

A vote of thanks to the chairman was 
then passed and cheers were given for 
Col. Prior. The meeting closed with the 
singing of the National Anthem.

The speaker then went into the par- 
ticulars of the proposal on the part of 
himself nnd his clients to secure the 
bonus for the Coast-Kootenay railway. 
During this Mr. Bodwell showed how 
hard and continuously he had tried to s - 
cure the money for his company. It 
was now attempted, said Mr. Bodwell, 
to show that the company was a gang of 
grafters. He wished to answer a wro .g 
accusation against him and his company, 
it was that the intention of the com- 
pany was to haul the ores from Brit- 
ish 'Columbia to smelters on the other 
side. The nature of the country would 
prevent anything of this kind. It hud 
been intended to haul Republic ores to 
be treated in the British Columbia Cop- 
per company's smelter. The ores on the 
British Columbia side of the line are 
self-smelting ores, while those in Kepub- 
lic are refractory and cannot be treated 
on the ground. The idea which nature 
had developed was the one that the 
company bad proposed to curry out. The 
ores of the Boundary and Similkatneen 
had to lie treated most economically, and 
H. ('. Corbin, one of the speaker's 
clients, had said that these ores could 
not stand even a charge of !M per ton 
1'or transportation. He thought that it 
was through lack of information thus 
this line hud not been built before this, 
and whether he was elected or Col. Prior 
wtis elected, he trusted that this line as 
well as the Canadian Northern and oth- 
er lines would be built immediately. Mr. 
Podwell then retired amid applause and 
cheers. 

Tion. Mr. Dunsnniir, on coming forward, 
was received with applause, and acknow- 
ledged the invitation to sit on the plat- 
form and listen to Mr. Podwell. He 
said that he was not a lawyer, like Mr. 
Bodwell, and perhaps could not present 
his case in such an elaborate 'method.

Boom of 

Condor Found 



Evidence of Disaster to the Lost 
Warship Pieked Up on 
West Coast. 



With the return of the steamer Queen 
City from the West Coast, the fate of 
the long-missing Condor has -been prac- 
tically fixed. On iLong Beach, near 
Pclulut, a boom from the warship, 
stamped with the name of the lost vos- 

(1, which has seemingly gone down, 

irrying her 110 brave sailors to death, 
has been found. The officers of the 
Queen City did not sec tho boom, but 
from a description furnished them, by 
the finders, it seems that there is no 
douibt but that it is from the lost) sloop- 

f-Wlir. It is of hardwood, and stamped 

in the wood are the letters OONDOIL 
A searching inquiry was made at all the 
points along the coast, but, although 
other wreckage was found, this was the 
only evidence of the Condor's fate. 

Gradually the mute evidences of disas- 
ter are accumulating, and now it seems 
that the Condor must have been 
swamped and gone down on that dark 
and stormy night of December 3rd when 
she started a round the (.'ape a few 
hours after the collier Matteawan, an- 
other victim of the same storm. She 
had stiiled from Esquininlt on Decern 
ber 2nd, and was never seen again after 
rounding the Knee; but the wreckage 
found on the Vancouver Island coast 
goes to show that she must have been 
lost near the mouth of the Straits. 
First a lifeboat was found on January 
(3th at Aihousett, then on the 2-lth the 
steamer San Mateo sighted - what ap- 
peared to be one of the warship's boats 
off the entrance to the (Straits; ff stud- 
ding sail Ibooin was seen later near Cla- 
oose; ' then' sheaths, a ' signal-locker, 
which must have been ..wrenched from 
the decks, -part' of a topmast, igratings, 
etc., 1 were found on Long Beach by the 
Egeria. ' ■ . . :

IMPOUTAXT LEGISLATION*. I 

Log Scaling and Dyking Acts Intro- 
duced in* the Legislature. 

The Log Scaling Act which was in- 
troduced into the Legislature provides for 
the appointment of licensed scalers who 
shall be placed under the supervision of 
u supervisor to whose duties is added 
that' of acting its arbiter In case of dis- 
putes arising between vendors and pur- 
chasers of timber; etc. Por such ser- 
vices. In addition to the reasonable ex- 
penses incurred,, the fees are fixed as 
follows: 

Por sealing logs and spars, fj cents per 
1,0(10 foot. 

Por measuring piles and poles, .-cuts 
per 2,000 lineal feet. 

For measuring railway tics and cedar 
bolts, ."> cents per cord of 128 j cubic 
feet. ' 1 ''■ #<iH 

The bill further provides that the scal- 
ers shall cut. measure fairly to the best 
of their skill, stamp with a govern- 
ment stamp, and make official returns 
if all timber that is to be meas- 
ured, being subject, ill case of 
neglect or wrong-doing of any kind ■ 

connection with such work, to punish- 
ment by fine of not less than $5)1 or 
more than $200, or, in default, a term of 
imprisonment. 

It further provides th»t no sale of tim- 
ber, etc., is enforceable unless scaled 
by the proper authority, nnd that no 
timber shall be suwn unless scaled, the 
penalty for such an offence being $1,000. 

The' use of the British Columbia log 
scale is also adopted. 

The bill introduced by message of IPs 
Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor, into 
the Legislature yesterday afternoon to 
amend the Dyking Act of lS'JS is very, 
simple in its provisions. After a pre- 
amble it sets forth that it has been as- 
certained that an additional amount is 
required to complete the works in an 
efficient and proper manner and to im- 
mediately protect the banks of the Fea- 
sor river at two points from further 
oncroehments imperiling the safely ot 
the dyke and adjacent lands and other 

properties of th •cupiers and other 

owners of the hind, and the bill provides 
that the sum voted for this work be in- 
creased to a total of .$2(15,000 its being 
necessary in all to pay for the onniplotO 
work.

Steamer Queen City, returned to port 
last night, bringing news of the finding 
of a boom of the last Condor on Long 
beach, marked as with a stamp "Con- 
dor." Several cases of salmon, un- 
marked, were also found near this 
point. At Ante.hu point, near 'Nuchat- 
alitz enough broken canoes to make six 
intact ones and a sealing boat were 
found. Three sealing vessels were on 
the coast, all of which had suffered in 
the heavy storms. The C. D. Rand was 
at Clayoiiuot, and Cape. Searle reports 
that she encountered what seemed to be 
a typhoon off the Columbia, and her 
decks were swept clean. All her boats, 
canoes and everything moveable went.

News was brought by the Empress ot 
India of a massacre of Belgian mission- 
aries in ICausu. Western -China. Rev. 
Father Beriuyn, who belongs to the Bel- 
gian mission, arrived at Pekiu with 
news of the latest outrage, having gone 
from his mission at Kuoi-hua Ch-cug, 
outside the great wall in Northern Shan- 
si, and near the Kausu border, to be 
consecrated as bishop of that region at 
the Chinese capital. Father Bermyn 
reports that the magistrate at Ping-lo 
Hsieu, whore the murders occurred, is 
quite friendly to foreigners, and the peo- 
ple of the district seemed well disposed; 
in fact, the missionary says, there are 
0,00(1 native Christians in that district. 
On the deposition of Prince Tumi's 
son by the Empress Dowager, however, 
the missionaries were warned to expect 
u attack in retaliation by Prince Ttliiu, 
who is living in n fort at Ninglisin, not 
from the neighborhood. In fact, 
guards were sent by the magistrate to 
most of the mission stations. 

Fathers van Merbaogbe and Bou- 
gaerls were living in a mission at Haiay- 
ting, and on the unfortunate day some 3D 
men, mostly 'Mohammedans, some ot 
whom weii» soldiers, made their way 
quietly at dusk into the mission com- 
pound, and with a yell, they rushed in- 
to the mission house and attacked the 
two foreigners. Father van Mergaogho 
was killed tit once, his skull being cloven 
by a sword blow from one of the soldiers. 
Father Bouguerts was wounded by the 
swords in the hands of the Chinese, but 
he was not killed, and wounded and suf- 
fering great agony, he was carried off 
to a nearby village, where, although 
wounded in 15 places, he lingered iu 
agony for five days before he died. Ac- 
cording to some reports,- he was tortured 
several times by his captors. 

From Kiangsi news was received of 
the murder of a French priest. Father 
Julien . II<' was murdered on the night 
of January 15 in his mission on the Ki- 
angsi border. lie did not expect trouble, 
in a letter received by Monseignor (Mo- 
rel at Canton on .lltmiary 22. written 
and despatched on t K " night preceding 
the murder, ho spoke of his prospects and 
hopes for the future. The murder look 
piaee in a house rented by the mission- 
ary, in the market of Matsen-hao, sub- 
prefi'ctnre of Chi-hing, The' first blow 
must have been given while ho slept. 
Father Colin k, who found the murdered 
man. telegraphed to Mous. 'Morel, that 
Father Julien hail nine horrible wounds, 
and a telegram from the viceroy ad Is 
that his hands were till off. A servant 
of the missionary was also stretched out 

in the i in. his body covered with 

wounds. Another body was found out- 
side in the same stale, at what distance 
the teli'grani does not say. Fathers Col- 
let ami Marque have guile to tin' scene.

Smith Curtis and Opposition 
Members Make Addresses 
to theWorkingmen. 



Premier Dunsmuir and Col. Prior 
Given Ovation Upon Their 
Arrival. 



The A. O. U, \V. hall was crowded 
lust night in answer to the eall sent out 
of :Mr. Smith Curtis, who announced u 
piass meeting of •workingmen. 
| Mr. McNiven, the local correspon- 
dent of the Dominion government La- 
bor Gazette, acted as chairman, and in 
addition to Mr. Smith Curtis and Mr. 
Bodwell, Mr. Denis Murphy occupied a 
scat on the platform, lie was after- 
wards joined hy Mr. K. McBride, Capt. 
Tatlow and Mr. II. 1>. llelmeken, and 
subsequently when Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir 
and Col. Prior made their appearance 
at the entrance, when, by invitation, the 
two latter proceeded to make their way to 
the front, they were received with a per- 
fect ovation of cheers and applause. Mr. 
W. YV. 15. Midlines, who occupied a sent 
in the hull, was made the subject of a 
hitter attack by one of the opposition 
speakers, but was refused a chance t" 
make a reply. He also came on the plat- 
form with the Premier and his candidate. 

The chairman then announced the 
speaker of the evening, Mr. Smith Cur- 
tis, who, after his introductory remarks, 
.-aid that if be had failed as a friend of 
the workingmen, it was not his own 
fault. He had :i fair right to talk of 
the labor legislation of the Dunsmuir 
government, as he stood in the House as 
a representative of labor. During the 
Kossland strikethe union then on strike 
had written to him that they considered 
him the best friend that labor had in 
the House. Mr. llawthornthwaite. 
however, was another representative of 
labor, and the two had always voted to- 
gether. Nobody could challenge any 
vote he had given, on labor questions in 
the House. All his business connec- 
tions were allied with capital as dis- 
tinguished from labor. lie took the 
stand of not being unfriendly to capital, 
but friendly to labor. Mr. Curtis then 
gave an illustration of the idea lie 
wished to convey, in the case of a newly 
discovered bland. The capitalist had a 
right to something and he hud never de- 
nied it. One of the things thai hi' had 
against Mr. Dunsmuir was that his gov- 
ernment had been unfair to capital, un- 
less it was their own. If there ever 
came a contest between capital and la- 
bor his sympathy must go out to the 
cause of labor. 

First, Mr. Curtis wished to recall that 
at the Cowiclinn meeting, during the 
lasl campaign, 'Mr. Dunsmuir had said 
that he was willing to do away with all 
Chinese labor in the mines as soon as 
lie could get white men to take their

places. This was a public pledge. 
When there was an accident at Union, 
Chinese and Japanese had been injured. 
J'\>rty-four -jcr cent, of all the accidents 
at Comox were due to Chinese. 

The lirst time it was intended to bring 
down legislation against the Chinese. 
The Premier had said no, but the two 
nets had been forced through. Mr. 
llelmeken had brought in a resolution 
that Chinese and Japanese should not 
he employed on government works. The 
speaker wished thai "this should apply 
to leases given to cut timber. This had 
heen voted down. Mr. MePhillips had 
moved an amendment which broadened 
the motion very much, and it was pass- 
ed, thus killing the speaker's proposal. 

We had the right under the 11. X. A, 
Act to keep out of this country any- 
one who could not read or write Eng- 
lish. There was no doubt the Premier 
had fought against this proposed legis- 
lation tooth and nail. The Dominion 
government had disallowed the net. In 
the Martin platform Jt is said that if 
these acts were disallowed that that 
party would re-enact. Yet Mr. Martin 
said there was nothing objectionable in 
the Speech from the Throne. 
Mr. Molnues— -That's not sol 
Mr. Curtis— Mr. Martin had said that 
there was nothing in the Speech that 
he objected to. Then there was another 
bill that whenever the House passed a 
charter it would be necessary to have 
the Natal Act apply, and Mr. Melnnes 
supported this, for there was no oue 
more opposed to Chinese than he. But 
it hud boon voted down. Mr. Molnues 
also had a bill to knock out the Orien- 
tals, but this bill, too, had been knocked 
out. 

When there was a tilt in the House 
recently, when Capt. Tatlow was raking 
Mr. Dunsmuir over the coals for the way 
Governor Melnnes had been treated, it 
was W. W. lb Mclnues who defended 
the Premier. (Applause and confusion 
as Mr. Melnnes rose to reply. 1 

Mr. Melnnes— I ask the right to re- 
ply to Mr. Curtis. (Cheers.) 

This was relused Mr. Melnnes, who 
then came upon the platform. 

Mr. Curtis— I always considered that 
Governor Melnnes bad been badly 
treated. 

Another matter that affected labor 
wus the matter of naturalized Japanese 
on the Praser. Mr. Eherts had been 
forced to take action, and it was proved 
that the naturalization papers were bo- 
gus, ond the government had not insist- 
ed on making every one of the Japanese 
produce their papers. 

Tile speaker had brought in a bill to 
regulate the importing o! men to work in 
mines or other works under contract, but 
the bill had been thrown out. lie in- 
tended to again bring forward the De- 
ception bill this session and have it law. 

The Coast-Kootenay railway bad been 
advocated by Mr. Dunsmuir, who bad 
inserted advertisements calling for ten- 
ders. There was a clause in the bill to 
prevent the employment of aliens in the 
work of constructing that line. The 
Crow's Nest Southern Itailway bill also 
had such a clause in ii. which was pro- 
posed by and voted for hy Mr. Duns- 
luuir. The speaker said that tin- matter 
had to go further, and it had been in- 
serted in the Railways Aid bill in spile 
of the government. There should be 
some way to prevent capital inking la- 
bor by the throat. The. Arbitration Act 
was such a measure. It provided for a 
court 10 sil on all disputes. The em- 

ployei 11 1 1 1 have the employed brought 

before ii. As in compulsory arbitra- 
tion, the government had said thai it 
would lake it into consideration. Lnsl 
session Mr. .Mclur.es had asked if the 
measure on the lines as proposed by Mr. 
Italph Smith was to he brought in. He 
w as prepared to fight for and have this I 
net passed through the House. Kill ii I 
must In- absolutely fair play between 
capital and labor. 

In the Kossland strikes grave fault 
had been found with the way the gov- 
ernment had treated the miners. During | 
those troubles 1,200 miners had gone out 
oil strike. The police magistrate had de- 
cided that there bail been a technical 
breach of the law. Mr. Eberts had fur- 
nished the money to prosecute the men. 
iBut the same gentleman bad refused 
to help sonic workingmen when they 
bad asked to have other guilty parlies 
prosecuted. 

The $5 poll tax had been put 
through the House by the present gov- 
ernment. Hut this had never heen put 
in force. The principle was radically 
wrong, as a man should pay taxes ac- 
cording to his ability to pay. The Kan 
way Aid Act proposed to give $-1,000 a 
mile to the railways, but the speaker had 
moved that not a cent of the subsidy 
should be paid to the companies until 
the government was sure that every cent 
of wages had been paid. This was voted 
down. Mr. Melnnes voted for this, hut 
Mr. Martin always slunk out when the 
vote was taken. ~ 

A Voice — Where was your leader, Mc- 
Bride, when that vote was taken'.' 
("Cheers and laughter.) 

iMr. iSmith Curtis— I have no leader 
(Groajis). I say I have no leader, ex- 
cept the people who elected me. 

He appealed to all classes who fol- 
low- some useful calling to believe that 
he had tried to be true to their inter- 
ests, and others in the House had done 
the same. 

At this point the appearance of the 
Premier and Col. Prior was the subject 
for much cheering and applause as they 



The chairman then stated that they 
had a programme, and in spite of loud 
cries of "Melnnes," proposed to carry 
that out. Having been prompted, he 
stated that as Mr. Dunsmuir and Col. 
Prior were present by invitation, they 
would he allowed a few minutes to 
speak. (Applause.) He then called on 
IMr. Bod weil, who was received with 
cheers. 

Mr. Bodwell was delighted to see such 
a largo audience, and was glad to know 
that the audience was composed of la- 
boring classes. Said Mr. Bodwell: "I 
have boon attacked in that I am a law- 
yer. (Interruptions.) ('If that man 
don't keep quiet I'll put him out.") Xo 
aid had come to him through wealthy 
predecessors, and from necessity had al- 
ways worked for a living, and was a 
lawyer because it suited him best. 

He had not come into the contest to 
be defeated, and he intended to tight on 
fair and honorable grounds. If he wns 
not successful, it would not be for lack 
of evidence on his part nor to shirking 
any issue. He would not presume to 
insult the workingmen by having them 
think that he was competent to handle 
the economic questions as Mr. Curtis 
was. If he was elected, however, he 
would know, and he would bo prepared 
to pass an intelligent opinion 011 all 
trade questions, lie « as anxious to go 
where they were in the habit of meet- 
ing, and knowing from a laborer's stand- 
point the bearing of all these questions, 
lie believed that he was standing on the 
right ground. He knew what capital 
required in this great country, ami its 
acts against capital did not arise from 
anything that the laboring interests had 
done It was the large aggregation of 
capital in our own country. He was glad 
that be had .Mr. Dunsmuir on the plat- 
form tonight, as he was one greatly in- 
terested.

Mr. Bodwell— If the government was 
sincere in their desire to do B ood to the 
city why had they nut passed this meas- 
ure through the house last year? The 
reason given was that the terminus was 
lo be Fort Simpson and not Victoria, 
This was not so, as Mr. Sutherland had 
promised, if given a proper subsidy, 
they would change the route to Victoria. 
But now when they thought 
that the verdict of the peo- 
ple was about to go against 
them, this huge scheme was brought 
down to help them out. He hail done 
as much as anyone to further this pro- 
position, and when it comes before the 
government he was ready to pledge him- 
self to give it his entire support. He 
would be prepared to grant a libel a1 
bonus, for as a citizen of Victoria, he 
was greatly interested in the welfare of 
this city. It was a serious blow to that 
scheme, and he regretted from the bot- 
tom of his heart it had been brought 
forward at this time. It was nil Unfor- 
tunate tiling that our interests should be 
so played with. It will have the effect 
of placing this scheme further off than 
ever. The speaker said that il would 
likely not cat ry as it was well known 
thai no legislation should go through 
that House until redistribution bad been 
brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir— It is not true! 

Mr. Bodwell— The redistribution bill 
will take away several s.-ats from Van- 
couver Island, and Mr. Martin has re- 
fused to vole for any other measure be- 
fore that is settled. 

Mr. Mclnues— No! (Applause.) 

Mr. Bodwell— Will Mr. Dunsmuir say 
that he is opposed to taking away a 
scat from Victoria and several from the 
Island? 

Mr. Dunsmuir— Most decidedly! I am 
opposed to that. tCheers.) 

Continuing, Mr. Bodwell strongly con- 
demned Mr. Joseph Martin, who. be 
said, was the distributor of patronage. 
'Mr. Martin was anxious to secure tin- 
speaker's defeat ia Victoria. A cam- 
paign of misrepresentation had been in- 
dulged in against him. 'I have not 
questioned the motives of nnv man." 
(Cries of "Oh!") Mr. Iiberts at the thea- 
tie had made a challenge which he well 
knew required an answer. Xo man can 
say that he had ever shirked an issue. 
His partner. .Mr. Duff I laughter) was 
present at the meeting in tile theatre 
last night, but the speaker alone had 
bad charge of the matter referred to. It, 
was insinuated that the V. V. & K. ap- 
plication was not a genuine one.

He 
knew that Mr. Dunsmuir bad heen mis- 
informed as to the facts.

He 
bad said to the executive that if they 
got the Dominion suhshlv they would 
build tin- line clear through to the coast 
He had offered to build from Cascade 
to the Fru.ser river under these condi- 
tions.

Joseph Martin. By repudiation Mr. 

Martin had d - irrenarable injury to 

the country. Mr. Turner and Mr. ' Eli- 
cits had declaimed against this class of 
legislation. (Mr. Duiisinuii— "That's 
true" (Applause.] What he under- 
stood had been said at the theatre was 
that Hit- V. V. \ K. was not going to 
be built. (Mr. Dunsmuir— "No: I never 
said that.") 



Mr. Bodwell— Very well. I was not at 
the meeting myself and I'll take your ex- 
planation. 

Continuing, Mr. Bodwell said that he 
had applied to the government for a sub- 
sidy for the Great Northern. He had 
had a conversation with Mr. Dunsmuir, 
in which that gentleman had agreed to 
support the scheme. (Mr. Dunsmuir— 
"Yes, of course, I was going to support 
it.") He had not accused Mr. Dunsmuir 
of working for the interests of the C. 
P. I!. What had heen said was that 
he "thought" that the railway company 
could control the government and then 
could control the House. Short- 
ly after this there was an agi- 
tation that the road should be built, 
and an excuse had been made to refuse 
to negotiate with him. He had never 
charged that the government was under 
ibe control of the C. P .It., but had only 
suggested it. and left it to them to dis- 
prove. 

He had had authority from Mr. Dill 
to say that they would not wait for the 
Dominion subsidy in order to continue 
the building of tin- road. The speakoi 
had offered, in order to show his bona 
tides to build ".ll miitf. of tin; railroad 
nt each end in consideration of the pro- 
vincial subsidy, and the whole line to 
the coast if the Dominion subsidy were 
secured. 

The speaker then went into the par- 
ticulars of the proposal on the part of 
himself and bis clients to secure the 
bonus for the Coast-Kootenay railway. 
During this Mr. Bodwell showed how 
bard and continuously he had tried to .se- 
cure the money for his company. It 
was now attempted, said Mr. Bodwell, 
to show that the company was a gnng jf 
grafters. He wished to answer a wro x 
accusation against biui and his company, 
il was that the intention of the com- 
pany was to haul the ores from B -It- 
is]] Columbia to smelters on the .:1c i- 
side. The nature -if the country would 
prevent anything of this kind. It bad 
heen intended to haul Republic ores to 
he treated ill the British Columbia Cop- 
per coin! any's smelter. The ores on the 
British Columbia side of the line are 
self-smelting ores, while those in Repub- 
lic are refractory and cannot be treated 
on the ground. The idea which nature 
had developed was the one that the 
company had proposed to carry out. The 
oris of the Boundary and Simllkameen 
had lo be treated most economically, and 
D. C. Corbin, one of the speaker's 
clients, had said that these ores could 
not stand even a charge of $1 per ton 
for transportation. He thought that it 
was through lack of information thai 
this hue bad not been built before this, 
and whether In- was elected or Col. Prior 
Was elected, he ►rusted that this line as 
well as the Canu ban Northern and oth- 
er lines would be built immediately. Mr. 
Bodwell then retired amid applause and 
cheers. 

'Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir. on coming forward, 
was received with applause, and acknow- 
ledged the invitation to sit on the plat- 
form and listen to Mr. Bodwell. lie 
said that he was not a lawyer, like Mr. 
Bodwell, and perhaps could not present 
his case in such an elaborate method. 
However he would tell them a straight 
story. (Applause.) 

As to the V., V. & K., he would say 
that towards the end of the session Mr. 
Bodwell and Mr. Sutherland had Vjune 
before the executive and said that with 
a few slight modifications they were in 
favor of the subsidy act. He had said 
that if they were in favor of the act 
the government would glv& the tonus 
provided they would build right through. 
They were satisfied with government 
control, with 12 per cent of gross receipts, 
and that in 20 years that the government 
should have the option of buying the 
road. This was to protect the interests 
f the people. "As long ad I have been 
in the House," said the speaker, "I have 
tried to protect the interests of the peo- 
ple of British Columbia." (Cheers and 
applause. Mr. Ibid well had said, "Xo," 
when met with the offer of the- govern- 
ment as to building across the Hope 
mountains. 

Mr. Bodwell -"No." 

Hon. Mr. Diiiisinuir— "You must take 
my word for it or Mr. BodwellV. What I 
am telling you arc fads." (Cheers and 
interruptions which continued for some- 
time.) 

"Mr. Bodwell bad said we only intend 
to build .'to miles on this side, and 
on the other. I said : .No, Mr. Bodwell, 
the people want tin- line built right 
through." (Applause.) The feeling of 
the people was that they did (not believe 
in giving away the land, and this is the 
reason the I^mn Bill was brought in. 
In ISfMi Mr. Bodwell wanted .?20,000 a 
mile to build this same line. "I don't 
mind any one getting it if he can, and 
the government are fools enough to give 
it. The reason the present government 
was condemned was that it had refused 
to be taken jn by lawyers."

Capt. Tatlow — I want all the railroads 
possible for British Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Then you will 
vote for tin- railway. 

Capt. Tatlow- I will do what I think 
is right. (Cries of Oh!) 

Continuing, the speaker said Mr. Mar- 
tin had the patronage in Vancouver. 

Mr. Melnnes— Vou don't expect it 
seeing that you oppose the government. 

Capt. Tatlow. continuing, attacked the 
Laurier government for disallowing the 
anti-Oriental legislation of the provincial 
legislature. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that at Ot- 
tawa Sir Wilfrid Laurier told him that 
the Dominion government had no inten- 
tion of interfering in the matter of 
Oriental legislation. 

The audience demanded to hear Col. 
Prior, and the chairman called on the 
Government candidute. He read a tele- 
gram sent to the opposition commltteo 
by Senator Templeunin, and said that 
was only the 'Senator's opinion. As to 
the claim of the votes of workingmen, 
he said he bad gone into a coal pit at 
13 years of age, and had remained thorc 
for 14 years. As to the Canadian North- 
ern contract, he had fill' confidence in 
it, and if it was not a bona lido and 
binding contract ho would retire and 
allow Mr. Bodwell to go in by acclama- 
tion. Ilavink seen the contract, he felt 
as a Victorian, that il was bis duty as a 
Victorian to help carry it out. Mr. 
Greenshie'.ds would be here on Saturday 
night to explain it fully. 

•Mr. McBride interrupting Colonel Prior 
asked if he (McBride) was not respon- 
sible as a member of the iDunsmuir gov- 
ernment for the things the opposition 
were attacking the government for. 
Whether he was elected or not the gov- 
ernment would he in power at the end 
of the session. Even if the government 
was defeated, who could form a govern- 
ment out of those in the House. Mr. 
Bodwell certainly could nut. He (Col. 
Prior), had done his best in the past for 
the city, and would continue to do if 
elected. (Loud applause.) 

.Mr, iMcBridc, in his opening remarks, 
referred to Air. .Tallies Owens. There 
were calls for Mr. Owens and the latter 
came to the platform. The uproar hav- 
ing subsided, Mr. McBride reiterated 
that he was the leader of the opposi- 
tion. He followed with an attack on 
Col. Prior, most of which was lost in a 
succession of uproars. He gave it as 
his opinion that the contract with Mac- 
kenzie & .Mann was not a binding one. 
The speaker referred to his resignation 
from the cabinet and the contest in 
New Westminster, and then referred to 
Mr. -Melnnes. 

Mr. Melnnes— I can speak for myself 
if your chairman will give me a chance.

PUTS AND CALLS. 

United Stut ->s Supreme Court Upholds 
Illinois Law Prohibiting Such 
Trading. 

Chicago, March -1.— The decision of the 
United States supreme court upholding 
the Illinois law against trading in puts 
and calls is freely commented upon by 
members of the hoard of trade. A. V. 
Booth, the member who lost his case, 
said: "It appears to he all off with 
privilege trading in -Illinois, although it 
is still legal in Wisconsin, Missouri and 
-New York. The only thing now is for 
some other parties to take steps to have 
the Illinois law repealed. Certainly there 
will he 110 trading of this character 
in Illinois, where the penalty runs lip 
to $1,000, with imprisonment from oue 
to live years." 

Vice President Adams, of the hoard 
of trade, was glad the constitutionality 
of the law had been passed upon and 
and upheld. "So far as I know," he 
said, "the board of trade would not op- 
pose the laws against puts and calls, but 
so long as it is 011 the hooks the mem- 
bers of the board must observe it."
